WHAT  IS  DANERSK  FURNITURE? 

' There  are  Two  Classes 

1.  Beautifully  executed  pieces  of  special  design  of  Old  English  and  Colonial  tradition  for 
the  formal  rooms,  and  luxurious  English  overstuffed  couches  and  chairs. 

2.  Decorative  furniture  for  the  less  formal  rooms  done  in  any  color  scheme  desired. 

In  conception  it  is  nothing  new.  It  makes  use  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  design,  both 
as  to  form  and  color,  found  in  the  best  Polychrome  furniture  of  the  Renaissance  and  the 
Early  English  periods.  But  it  does  not  demand  so  long  a  purse  to  buy  it. 

Danersk  Decorative  Furniture  possesses  a  charm  all  its  own.  It  has  three  characteristics 
which  recommend  themselves.  It  is  inexpensive.  It  is  true  throughout.  It  is  beautiful.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  of  that  class  known  as  “fine”  furniture,  nor  is  it  an  imitation 
of  anything  else. 

Danersk  Decorative  Furniture  makes  no  pretenses.  All  that  labor-saving  machinery  can 
perform  in  efficient  wood-working,  and  all  the  helps  that  the  mind  of  man  has  been  able  to 
contrive  for  the  saving  of  needless  expense,  have  been  utilized  in  its  production. 

No  effort  has  been  spared  in  the  correct  curing  of  the  wood  and  in  the  perfect  preparing 
of  it  for  finishing  or  decoration. 

The  making  of  Danersk  Decorative  Furniture  was  begun  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina. 
There  the  native  ability  of  the  mountain  chair  makers  and  the  abundance  of  valuable  woods 
and  water  power  prompted  the  building  of  a  little  factory  to  utilize  these  resources. 

The  first  objects  to  be  produced  were  copies  of  old-time  Windsor  Chairs,  with  delicate  hand¬ 
made  spindles  split  from  straight-grained  hickory  and  shaped  with  draw  knife  and  scraper  in 
the  homes  of  the  mountaineers.  Next  followed  the  Dutch  Vase  Back  and  Slat  Back  Chairs 
with  rungs  turned  by  hand  from  thick  pieces  of  mountain  mahogany  so  that  they  have  all  the 
exaggeration  of  bulge  and  curve  found  in  the  old-time  originals— lines  that  no  automatic  lathe 
can  duplicate. 

The  belief  that  the  American  people  are  ready  to  purchase  direct  from  the  makers  objects  that 
are  designed  to  preserve  beauty  of  line  and  charm  of  style  was  justified  and  it  became  necessary 
to  bring  in  additional  skilled  labor.  A  little  group  of  Scotch  cabinetmakers  was  found  and  they 
together  with  five  families  of  skilled  Austrian  benchmen  were  brought  down  to  the  mountains. 
Then  began  the  making  of  those  Colonial  Chests  and  Old  English  Hutches  for  which  the  Danersk 
Shops  have  since  become  particularly  well  known. 
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In  addition  to  the  cabinetmakers  —  who  received  their  training  in  the  shops  of  Scotland  — 
we  turned  to  the  old  world  for  our  finishers — and  all  Danersk  Furniture  is  finished  without 
varnish  with  the  methods  employed  by  the  master  cabinetmakers  of  England  and  the 
continent  for  the  last  two  centuries;  methods  of  which  American  Varnishes  are  an  imitation. 
We  cut  our  own  shellac — purchasing  it  from  India  in  the  form  known  as  Button  Lac,  and  it  is 
applied  by  hand  from  specially  prepared  pads  with  which  the  body  is  built  up  and  becomes  a 
part  of  the  wood  itself.  Seven  years  apprenticeship  is  required  to  learn  to  be  a  finisher  as  it 
is  done  in  the  Danersk  plant. 

With  the  increasing  demand  for  Danersk  Furniture  came  the  necessity  for  added  manufacturing 
facilities  and  labor  and  it  was  decided  to  transfer  all  cabinetmaking  and  finishing  to  Stamford, 
Conn,  and  devote  the  Tryon  Shop  exclusively  to  the  hand-made  Windsor  Chairs,  Windsor 
Beds  and  similar  pieces  that  can  be  made  in  quantities  and  sent  to  Stamford  in  carload  lots 
to  be  finished  or  decorated.  Our  colony  of  Scotch  workers  was  transferred  entire,  and  our 
factories,  storage  facilities  and  decorating  departments  have  been  so  enlarged  and  developed 
that  orders  for  single  rooms  or  furniture  for  the  whole  house  can  be  gathered  together  and 
finished  to  the  customer’s  order  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

We  are  the  makers  from  the  log  to  the  finished  object.  Our  Stamford  Factories  are  located 
in  the  heart  of  the  largest  mahogany  and  rare  wood  importing  district  in  the  United  States. 
Our  Tryon  Factory  has  its  own  short  Log  Band  Saw  Mill  which  is  constantly  at  work  on  logs 
of  solid  walnut  and  mountain  birch— culled  from  the  mountain  coves  and  brought  to  our  doors 
by  the  mountaineers  with  their  ox  teams  from  miles  around.  We  get  the  pick  of  the  whole 
country,  and  trees  that  would  only  be  cut  up  for  cord  wood  now  have  a  new  value,  for  the 
natives  have  learned  that  they  are  cash  in  their  pockets  and  food  and  clothing  in  the  winter 
months  when  there  is  no  other  revenue.  There  the  lumber  is  stacked  in  our  sheltered  yards 
and  allowed  to  cure  in  sun  and  wind — three  years  for  every  inch  of  thickness. 

INDIVIDUALITY  IN  FURNITURE 

There  are  those  who,  with  a  bit  of  fabric  from  Algiers,  some  pottery  from  our  own  Njew 
England,  and  such  odd  things  as  are  at  hand,  are  able  to  make  a  cabin  in  a  desert  place  as 
bright  and  full  of  interest  as  a  field  of  flowers.  There  are  others  who,  with  all  the  wealth  they 
may  desire,  succeed  in  producing  but  a  dull,  uninteresting  abode  whose  rooms  are  repellant  to 
the  happiness  of  their  children.  Needless  to  say  it  is  for  you  who  are  interested  in  furniture 
of  individuality  that  Danersk  products  are  offered,  so  that,  no  matter  where  your  home,  whether 
the  city  apartment,  the  suburban  house,  the  mountain  camp,  or  the  seashore  cottage,  a  letter 
will  bring  it  to  your  door.

Hand  block  printing  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  decorative  treatment  of  textiles  that  hand 
carving  and  inlaying  bear  to  wood  working.  The  art  was  known  to  the  early  Egyptians.  The 
famous  India  Prints  brought  to  the  Colonies  by  the  old  sea  captains  were  produced  by  this  process. 

In  the  last  century,  William  Morris  gave  an  impetus  to  this  form  of  decorative  work  which 
has  grown  in  importance  to  the  present  day. 

The  designs  are  carved  out  on  blocks  of  wood  (one  block  for  each  color)  and  with  them  the 
colors  are  stamped  or  printed  upon  the  fabrics.  The  range  of  decoration  may  vary  from  simple, 
one-block  designs,  to  exquisite  tapestry-like  creations.

They  are  not 
intended  to  last  for  generations. 


OLD-TIME  WINDSOR  CHAIRS  possessed  individuality,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  spindles  were  of  various  sizes,  and  the  rims 
and  posts  of  each  chair  showed  plainly  that  they  had  been  fitted  and  joined  by  hand. 

DANERSK  HAND-MADE  WINDSORS  have  this  same  individuality .  It  is  impossible  for  our  chair  makers  to  produce  any 
two  chairs  exactly  alike,  and  this  very  fact  lends  charm  to  the  appearance  of  the  chairs.

Each  circle  of  color  is  complete,  and  butt  ends  are  fastened  together  so  cleverly  by 
hand  that  one  cannot  detect  the  joint,  whereas  machine-made  rugs  have  to  depend  upon  a 
continuous  braid,  regardless  of  color,  thus  presenting  a  very  uneven  and  incorrect  appearance. 
Third.  Machine-stitched  rugs  have  a  zig-zag  sewing  that  is  on  the  wearing  surface  of  the  rug, 
and  is  soon  worn  through,  causing  the  rug  to  come  to  pieces. 

Fourth.  Hand-stitched  rugs  are  sewn  on  solid  rolled  braids,  and  the  stitches  gradually  turn  into 
the  center  as  the  rug  is  used,  with  the  result  that  it  becomes  the  same  on  both  sides,  giving 
two  wearing  surfaces. 

Fifth.  Machine-made  rugs  have  frayed  edges  along  the  braids.  The  strands  are  not  rolled  and 
do  not  possess  thickness.  The  surfaces  have  folds  and  wrinkles  that  wear  and  fray. 

Sixth.  Hand-made  rugs  necessarily  cost  more  than  machine  production,  because  the  most  skilled 
worker,  employed  ten  hours  a  day,  cannot  produce  a  rug  the  size  of  9  x  12  in  less  than  one  month, 
and  the  ordinary  worker  in  her  home  requires  three  months’  time  to  produce  a  similar  rug.
